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TODAVS GAME 

THE GAME: Today's Rocky Mountain Athletic Conference game features the Eagles of Chadron State College and the Tigers of Fort Hays State 
University. The Eagles are 7-2 overall and 6-1 in the RMAC while FHSU is 5-4 on the year and 3-4 in league play. 

THE SERI . E S: FHSU leads the series with CSC 10-4 but the Eagles have won the last three games played including a 31-3 victory in Chadron, 
Neb. last year. The Tigers won the first eight games of the series but have lost four of the last six games. 

THE COACHES: Jeff Lei ker is in his third season of directing the FHSU football program. The Washburn University graduate is 13-18 since taking 
over the FHSU football program prior to the 1998 season. Eagles head coach Brad Smith, a 1972 graduate of Western lliinois, is seeking his 100th 
career coach victory today. Smith in his 14th season at CSC has a career record of 99-46. 

CHADRON STATE COLLEGE: CSC boasts the RMAC's top offensive unit that averages 39 points and 435.9 yards per game. The Eagles rank 
second in both rushing, 188.9 yards per game and passing, 247 yards per game in the league. Junior quarterback Matt Strand, who averages 
227.6 yards per game to rank second In the RMAC, directs the Eagle offense. He tops the RMAC in total offense at 244.2 yards per game. His 
favorite target has been senior wide receiver Rian Weber who has 36 catches for 490 yards and 7 touchdowns. Tailback Austin Forster and wide 
receiver Jeremy Shedeed have 23 and 22 receptions respectively. Forster is the RMAC's top running back averaging 103,8 yards per game. 
He has scored a conference high 13 touchdowns and leads the RMAC scoring 10.2 points per game. 

Complimenting the Eagle offense is CSC‘s defensive unit that is the number one in the RMAC, The Eagles lead the RMAC in scoring defense, 
13.7 points per game, pass defense, 142.9 yards per game, rushing defense, 87.3 yards per game and totai defense 230.2 yards per game. 
Linebackers Jeff Turman and Jeff Japp lead the team with 67 and 64 tackles respectively. Japp has 1 1 quarterback sacks on the year to lead the 
team. For the season CSC has 37 quarterback sacks that have resulted in 276 yards in total losses. 

Aaron Turner, the Eagles place-kicker, has made 37-of-4l extra points and 8-of-10 field goals on the season. In addition to quarterbacking the 
club Strand handles the punting duties where he averages 39 yards per attempt, Forster is the Eagles punt returner and is among the RMAC 
leaders averaging 10.1 yards per return. Eric Stewart is CSC's top kickoff returner averaging 20.4 yards per return. 

FORT HAYS STATE UNIVERSITY: Black & Gold quarterback Jason Brown is the field general of an FHSU offense that averages 344.1 yards 
per game. FHSU ranks fourth in the RMAC in total offense, second in rushing 188.9 and fifth in passing offense at 183 yards per game. Brown 
has completed 1 31 -of-280 passes for 1,647 yards and 16 touchdowns. Redshiri freshman Beau Rebel has 22 catches for 327 yards and a 
touchdown. Junior Ben Gray is close behind with 21 receptions for 333 yards and 4 touchdowns. Fred Shepherd(l 8-1 88yds, 4TD's) and Andre 
Freemanf 15-1 80yds, TD) also have double figure receptions. Tailbacks Errol Bowen(463yds,5TD's) and Vinny Walker(327yds,2TD's) have 
gotten the bulk of the carries this season. Seniors Thane Van Eaton(l8lyds,TD) and Clint Merrit(1 74yds, TD) have split time at fullback this season. 
Tight end Brendon Pishny, tackles Patrick Corcoran, Elmer Tarver and Allen Keilers, guards Darin Holovach, Lee Weber and Tyler Strong, along 
with centers Kyle Johnson and Chad Adams have comprised the offensive line the majority of the 2000 season. 

The Tiger defensive unit ranks second in the RMAC allowing 290.0 yards per game, 180.9 through the air and just 109.3 yards on the ground, 
FHSU has the second best run defense in the league and rank 17th in NCAA II. Junior safety Marc Henry leads the team with 59 tackles. Henry 
is tied with Michael Sanders for the team lead with two interceptions. Linebacker Josh Simonson is second on the squad with 53 tackles. Defensive 
tackle Casey Seyfert and defensive end Jason Pietrzyk rank first and second on the team with 14 and 13 tackles for loss. Seyfert and Pielrzyk are 
also one, two in quarterback sacks with 6.5 and 3.5 respectively. 

Tiger senior punter Adam Ryan is second in NCAA II in punting averaging 43.3 yards per punt. He has made 6-of-8 field goals and 23-of- 
28 extra points on the year. Sanders is the Tigers primary return specialist averaging 26.7 yards per kickoff return to rank second in the RMAC 
and is averaging 14 yards per punt return.
